CheckMate Puffer CM-LR contains behavior modifying biochemicals (pheromones) that disrupt the mating 
behavior of Codling moth (Cydia pomonella), Obliquebanded leafroller (Choristoneura rosaceana), Pandemis 
leafroller (Pandemis pyrusana), Fruit-tree leafroller (Archips argyrospilus), Three-lined leafroller (Pandemis 
limitata) and European leafroller (Archips rosanus). Use on apple, pear, quince, other pome fruits and any other 
crop where these species are a pest. 
 
METHOD OF APPLICATION 
The application rate of CheckMate Puffer CM-LR is 1 Puffer per 0.8-1.2 acres. 
In the spring, start applications prior to moth emergence of the target pests (biofix). Use a CheckMate Puffer 
Aerosol Cabinet to automatically dispense the contents of the CheckMate Puffer CM-LR canister (herein 
“Puffer”). The Cabinet is programmed to emit from 5pm to 5am. 
 
PRODUCT PLACEMENT 
Suspend an activated Puffer Aerosol Cabinet containing a full Puffer canister from a limb as high as possible in 
the tree canopy. The Puffers can also be placed above the top of the canopy using posts, poles or other 
structures. Place Puffer where spray is directed away from foliage and fruits. Distribute the Puffers throughout 
the orchard to achieve the appropriate rate. In situations with a prevailing evening wind direction reinforce the 
upwind edge of the orchard. 
 
APPLICATION NOTES 
CheckMate Puffer CM-LR is a mating disruption product that interferes with the ability of the males of the target 
species to find females and mate. It does not directly affect eggs, larvae or mated females. If application occurs 
after biofix, application of supplemental insecticides may be necessary. Immigration of female moths from 
adjacent external sources of infestation is not affected by the product and may reduce the level of control. 
 
The use of CheckMate Puffer CM-LR should always take place in the context of an Integrated Pest 
Management strategy. The use of other pest control measures may be necessary and should be based on 
proper pest monitoring, field scouting and use of degree-day models.
